The major offensive which Bri- 


tain appears to have started against 
Italy is likely to give an entirely 
new complexion to the war if Eng- 
land is able to take full advantage 
of the open-and-shut opportunity 
which fortune has flung into her

ever trend the conflict may take, 
nothing can alter the blunt truth 
that circumstances have combined 
to push Italy into a position of 
grave danger.

Government Ponders Wisdom 
Of Expansion for Defense

Washington—In recent columns I have referred to the critical situation 


of Great Britain, and it is now being openly discussed in Commons. Offi- 
cials here cannot voice their doubts publicly but it is only repcrtinj the 
fact to say that a number of them feel grave uncertainty as to the out- 


come. 


But note this—the ones who have the most doubt 


about Britain's ability to break the axis are the very 
ones who feel most intensely that we have to push our 
defense effort far harder than we are doing. They are 
the realistic persons who are looking with cool eye 
down the rifle barrel. They are convinced that the fall 
of Britain would not relieve the situation for us but 
would only make it more acute. They are not neces- 
sarily for us going to the war all out. Some think it 
would be wise to do so. Others think not But all are 
agreed that we must dig in now harder than ever 
against the possibility of the axis surviving and turn- 
ing its force—economic, political and military—in the 
direction of the western world. 


From what I can find out it looks as if Roosevelt 


is hesitating about moving into the defense situation as emphatically as 
he should. The war department lor months has favored cracking down 
on expansion of commercial-plane production, but only this week was 
White House backing obtained. 


Now there is a hot situation over steel. Since last summer President 


Roosevelt has been concerned about 
he capacity of the steel industry. 
But he has done nothing as yet. That 
situation needs immediate attention, 
n the judgment of some well-in- 
formed officials here.

Governor Tells Bureau 
Head to Figure Out a 
Way to Cut Expenses 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison—The possibility of es- 


tablishing auto licensing depots in 
the Fox river valley and in some of 
the larger cities in southern Wis- 
consin was suggested late yesterday 
by Governor Heil as he concluded 
another series of hearings in pre- 
paration for the next state budget. 


Heil threw up the idea in a dis- 


cussion of the state motor vehicle 
division's request for a biennial ap- 
propriation in the new budget of 
$1.767,312, or about $32,000 less than 
the amount alotted to the depart- 
ment for the present two year per- 
iod. 


The governor asked Hugh Jones, 


acting director of the department, 
to survey various possible means to 
reduce expenses of the unit, as he 
demanded that the department head 
shave down his proposed budget at 
least $100.000. 


In relating the huge total postage 


bills entailed in

mailing of 


more than 600,000 pasenger auto 
license plates each year, Jones said 
that "we have thought occasionally 
about depots in some of the Fox 
river valley cities, and such citief 
as Racine." 


Heil asked Jones to submit somt 


figures on the cost of such a pro- 
gram. 


Promises Help 


"Let's see what we can 
do to 


make it a little more convenient for 
the people," said the executive. 


Jones said that the only outside 


sales depot, besides the capitol of- 
fice of the department, is now at 
Milwaukee, where one out of every 
five licenses sold in Wisconsin is 
sold over the counter of a branch 
office. Bills proposing auto license 
distribution through county clerk's 
offices have several times been de- 
feated in the state legislature.

Lawrence Favors 
Change in World 
Calendar Year 


Equal Quarters Plan 
Supersedes Proposal 
For Thirteen Months

Washington—Now that the nation 


has had another experience with 
two Thanksgiving days, the advo- 
cates of calendar reform are coming 
forward to urge that public senti- 
ment in Amer- 
ica 
recognize 


the importance 
of adopting a 
world calendar. 


The idea of a 


13-month cal- 
endar

ed by what is 
known as the

world calendar of twelve months ol 
equal quarters containing 91 days. 
Every year end there would be an 
extra Saturday to be known as De- 
cember 31. and every leap '-year 
there would be an extra day at the 
end of June, somewhat as Febru- 
ary has an extra day in the present 
calendar. 


Fourteen nations have approved 


the new world calendar proposal 
and it is hoped to have it in effect 
by January 1, 1945. Once this is es- 
tablished each nation can adopt the 
idea of Mondays lor all holidays, 
depending on public opinion. Eliza- 
beth Achlis. New York, president of 
the 
World Calendar association 


which is composed of leading citi- 
zens of many countries, writes to 
me as follows: 


Monday holidays whereby a 3-day 


vacation would be obtained would 
be of general benefit to every one 
cf us. Not only would these extend- 
ed holidays be an aid to the eco- 
nomic world, but to the educational 
field as well. And our social and 
civil life would receive a certain 
desirable order in the planning of 
days. 


"Tradition does not play a vital 


part, as Christmas is not celebrated 
on the exact day of the birth of 
Christ Neither are W3 celebrating 
the 
exact day of the 
original 


Thanksgiving. 
The 
first 
real 


Thanksgiving of feasting and turkey 
\vas held Friday, November 9. 1621. 
whereas the first Thanksgiving ser- 
vice was held a year earlier, Sat- 
urday December 9. 1620. 


Hardly A Tradition 


"Our Thanksgiving is actually 320 


years old and should be reverenced 
and cherished as the great Ameri- 
can day. The last Thursday in No- 
vember, however, is only 77 years 
young, having been so proclaimed 
by President Lincoln in 1863. It is 
thus hardly correct to call it a tra- 
dition. 


"Many business, scientific orga 


nizations and civic bodies, includ- 
ing church groups, have favored 


calendar reform, but primarily on 
the world calendar plan of 
12 


months and equal quarters. 
The 


targe business house of Sears Roe- 
buck and company, after 10 years 
trial, rejected the 13 month calendar 
for their sales accountings, as it 
proved quite impractical for gener- 
al usage. In their internal account- 
ing system, however, they are still 
retaining it. Thus it has proved to 
be very limited in its scope of us- 
age; a statistical auxiliary for our 
present changeable calendar. 


"A poll of the radio world, to 


whom the calendar is of great im- 
portance, by Mark Hawley, showed 
that 81 per cent of answers receiv- 
ed advocated the world calendar 
with its exact number of 13 weeks 
or 3 months or 91 days in each of 
the quarter-years. 


"The Universal Christian Coun- 


cil for Life and Work, central body 
of all non-Roman churches, 
at 


Chamby, Switzerland, declared it- 
self unhesitatingly and most em- 
phatically for the 12 month equal- 
quarter plan of the calendar re- 
form. Members of this great eccle- 
siastical body include the eastern 
orthodox church, the Church of 
England, and all the large protest- 
ant churches of Europe and Amer- 
ica. 


"In our government, for example, 


the United States naval observatory 
and the division of weights and 
measures of the department of 
commerce have definitely and con- 
sistently approved the 
perpetual 


world calendar. The general Fed- 
eration of Women's clubs and the 
National federation of Business and 
Professional Women's clubs have 
overwhelmingly endorsed it. 
And 


when woman speaks she usually 
knows what she wants and goes af- 
ter it, to get it. 


Monday Holidays 


"When we have adopted 
the 


stable world calendar, for which 
peoples all over the world 
are 


working through the various 35 
calendar committees in the differ- 
ent countries, to become effective 
December 31, 1944. then the change 
to a general observance of Monday 
holidays would be more feasible.. 
Monday holidays can only be ob- 
served always on the same day and 
date in a stable calendar which, of 
course, is the chief aim of calendar 
reform. 


"As calendar reform affects the 


entire world, it is hardly a subject 
for one country to decide, although 
it is very wise that one country take 
the initiative. Thus it is highly de- 
sirable and proper for our courage- 
ous president to initiate the reform 
by calling an international confer- 
ence in Washington on the subject. 
The 
United States inaugurated 


standard time for our clocks, now 
observed throughout the world, and 
so there is justifiable precedent and 
reason that our country do the 
same for an improved calendar." 


"To obtain order and conformity 


in the calendar would exert a tre- 
mendous influence in our lives." 


There are. of course, many pro- 


posals for calendar reform and they 
have been brought forth at various 
times, but apparently the plan of 
equal quarters has received a wid- 
er response than any other. In the 
proposed calendar the first month 
of every quarter—January, April. 
July and October—would have 31 
days, but all other months would 
have only 30 days, with the two ex- 
ceptions mentioned above—the ex- 
tra Saturday on December 31 and

Johnson Sees Little Hope for 
Hoover's 'Feed Europe1 Plans

Indianapolis, Ind.—The question most frequently asked in my null ant 


in open forums, especially here in the middle wok is "Why tout nr* kt 
Herbert Hoover go ahead with his plan to feed the starving in the wo- 
quered countries in Europe?" It is just about the tougbeot question tart 
could be imagined. 


Mr. Hoover's plan calls for no contribution*. DM 


starving countries have enough fund* here to buy •* 
least part of their needs. All reports that leak through 
from them are that starvation, malnutrition and dis- 
ease have already done great damage, that available 
stocks of food are low and that, as the winter advanc- 
es, there will be an increasing danger of famine and 
pestilence threatening more people than ever suffered 
so even in the dark ages. 


The people who will bear the brunt of this are not 


fighting. Troops are always fed first and, except in a 
siege, rarely starve. The sufferers here are civilians of 
conquered countries and the heavier threat is to the 
more helpless—the weak, the aged, women and the 
children. It would be possible for famine to mow them

down in millions—more effectively than any air raids 


or sinking of passenger ships. 


In the wars of the last century such widespread suffering did not threat- 


en. There was some vestige left of freedom of the seas—for which, in part, 
we fought the World war. Except for an actual blockade of a definite 
area of coastline, trade in supplies which were not contraband of war was 
permitted. 


Everything directly or indirectly 


destined to an enemy nation is now 
regarded as contraband of war. 
There is no more freedom of the 
seas. Any enemy merchantman is 
subject to seizure or sinking any- 
where on the seven seas and so are 
many kinds of food en route to an 
enemy on a neutral ship. 


The British navy still effectually 


blockades here enemies. Britain will 
not permit food to go to the con- 
quered countries no matter how 
many people starve and no matter 
that they are not her enemies—some 
lately were her allies. She will not 
permit it because that blockade is

be celebrated on Saturday February 
11 every year, which happens really 
to have been the birthday of George 
Washington in the calendar which 
was in use early in the eighteenth 
century. Thanksgiving day could 
become the fourth Monday in No- 
vember which would bring it just 
four weeks before Christmas and 
three weeks after election day. To 
churches the fourth Monday would 
be a signal for the ending of trinity 
Sundays and the beginning of ad- 
vent Sundays which announce the 
Christmas season.

Starving nations are 
more apt to revolt than those that 
are well fed. Hitler may have force 
enough t" keep his conquests chain- 
ed, but that force will have to be 
spread further and thinner as the 
suffering of rebellious nations in- 
creases. If it gets bad enough it may 
collapse even Germany herself. 
Something like that did the work in 
1918. Ludendorff himself said: "The 
home front crumbled before the bat- 
tle lines were even bent. Britain, 
fighting for her very life is not apt 
to relinquish this weapon—grisly 
and ghastly as is its threatened 
slaughter of innocents. 
Hoover Believes Job 
Could Be Accomplished 


Mr. Hoover believes that a way 


can be worked'out absolutely to 
insure that food will go to some of 
these peoples without increasing 
German strength in the slightest— 
either by their grabbing it directly 
or being enabled to divert more of 
the scant existing supplies 
from 


these countries to the German peo- 
ple. The latter Is precisely what 


they did when we fed occupied Bel- 
gium in the last war. I doubt if 
Mr. Hoover is right 


It is a terrible heart-sickening 


problem but we have no part in it 
and shall have none, unless we get 
into the war ourselves. If we do. 
we shall have to decide whether 
ve want to fight helpless people 
with weapons of famine and pesti- 
lence. As it is, there is not even 
any pressure we could brins to per- 
suade England to relax her rules 
without embarrassing her and being 
thought by some to be stabbing her 
in the back and helping Hitler. 


I can think of no worse dilem- 


ma.' But it is an inescapable part 
of modern war which destroys 
everything, not merely armies and 
ships and cities but the lives of • 
both the just and unjust, the strong 
and the weak, the promptings of 
holy charity and all that is left of 
the little mercy of man."

After war was declared in September 


1939, neither the British nor the Frencn 
seemed to take the matter of industrial 
production seriously. They ordered from

stingily.

thought that Hitler wouldn't strike. But 
Hitler was preparing to strike by piling 
up the production of his factories. 
He 


took over supremacy in the air. It was 
gained by industrial productivity. He 
now seeks supremacy on the sen, at least 
long enough to cro^-s the English Chan- 
nel. He is turning out submarines with 
all the speed and ingeuunity he once de- 
voted to the airplane. 
He is likewise 


turning out fleet fifty-milcr surface tor- 
pedo boats. 
He is getting ready for the 


spring. And the music don't sound like 
the Spring Song either. 


American industry wants to help Eng- 


land. But it cannot muddle through and 
somehow save the day. Correctly advised 
of the facts, it will strip to the waist and 
work with all its tremendous vitality 
to turn out production. 


The controversy at present is whether 


labor will arbitrate or strike when a dis- 
pute arises. Probably arbitration in most 
cases secures for workers more than any 
strike. Under an arbitration system pro- 
duction continues while the controversy 
is being debated, compromised and ad- 
justed. 


If the American workers are really 


interested in helping save the English 
cause, they better get at work and keep 
•t work. 


When W0 Soil Again to Europe 


A recent article in a National Geo- 


graphic bulletin, although it touches upon 
but a little segment of the bitter and 
throbbing European problem, is inform* 
ativc because it gives Americans some 
insight into the deep and hidden causes 
of the present strife. 


Says this bulletin: 


"The cession to Hungary of an esti- 


mated 44 per cent of Rumania's prov- 
ince of Transylvania, advanced as a 
reason for the abdication, was compli- 
cated 
by a peculiar distribution of 


three nationalities in Transylvania's 
population, which got under way in 
the eleventh century. 


"The feudal system, repeated attacks 


of hard-riding, scimitar-armed Asiat- 
ics, and even the Pied Piper of Hame- 
Jin. played their fabulous parts in up- 
setting Carol's regime. 


"The northwestern third of Rumania, 


acquired from the World war break- 
up of the Austro-Hungarian Empire, 
jncluded mountainous, historic Tran- 
sylvania 
spreading 
northwestward 


from Rumania's exact 
geographical ' 


center like a typical slice of pie. The 
Transylvaman triangle was pieced out 
along the Hungarian frontier by two 
acres of lowland—the Banat on the 
^uth and, on the northwest, a sector 
dominated by the Koros and Muresul 
rivers. 


"In th.s area of 39.500 square miles 


ile.-> than half of which was turned 
back to Hungary), 58 per cent of the 
pcop!e were Rumanian, 24 per cent 
were Hungarian and 10 per cent Ger- 
jr.an. 


"Constituting roughly one-quarter of 


the 5,500.000 people in the three sec- 
tions of Greater Transylvania, the 
Hungarians numbered about 1.354,000. 
By a Deeming paradox, they grew more 
concentrated as the 
distance 
from 


Hungary increased. Toward the east, 
in Transylvania proper, they made up 
29 per cent of the population of 3.- 
218,000. In the easternmost districts, 
deepest in Rumania and farthest from 
Hungary, up to 92 per cent of the in- 
habitants were Hungarian. 


"This spearhead of Hungarians at 


Rumania's heart is explained by Hun- 
gary's empire-building tactics of near- 
ly a thousand years ago. Once Ru- 
mania was welded into the ancient 
Roman Empire as the province of Da- 
cia, and after the third century A.D. 
it was prey to successive invaders 
from the east. But between 896 and 
1003 the emerging kingdom of Hun- 
gary conquered Transylvania, whose 
mountain-walled plateau formed 
a 


natural fortress against the threat- 
ening hordes of Tartar, Turk and Hun 
to the east. 


"Hungary's King Ladislas after 1077 


prudently began to man these natur- 
al geographic ramparts with loyal 
Hungarian 
defense-colonists, whose 


descendants, known locally as Szek- 
Icrs, formed the core of today's Hun- 
garian minority in easternmost Tran- 
sylvania. 


"Another aspect of the population 


tangle was that Hungarians formed a 
larger percentage than'Rumanians of 
the total city population throughout 
the region, while Rumanians were 
more numerous in the countless coun- 
try villages which contained eight- 
ninths of the people. 


"Through most of the Middle Ages 


the Rumanian peasants were forbid- 
den by their Hungarian government 
to leave the land on which they 
worked in feudal serfdom. Not until 
1868, shortly after slavery was abol- 
ished in the United States, did Hun- 
gary grant equal citizenship to Tran- 
sylvania's Rumanian peasants, with 
the right to vote and own property. 


"The division of Transylvania at 


Vienna last August awarded to Hun- 
gary the return of somewhat less than 
2,500,000 inhabitants. 
The number of, 


Hungarians is set somewhere between 
830,000 and 1,200,000. Between 1,000,- 
000 and 1,300,000 are Rumanians, and 
some 67,000 are Germans. Roughly 
between 450,000 and 560,000 Hungar- 
ians remain in territory which stays 
with Rumania, among a predomin- 
antly Rumanian 3,000,000." 
We should remember that involved 


in this article is only a small strip of 
territory whose history is given in but 
fragments. 
The conclusion, we think, 


is unescapable that adjustment of boun- 
daries in Europe 
can 
only 
be made 


through force. 
No possible decision of 


present 
day 
men 
could do justice in 


weighing the claims of all the tribes in 
respect to all the disputed tracts. How 
can practical men even try to vision 
peace upon this earth unless all the pow- 
erful nations fix these boundaries and 
forbid their violation? 


Unscrambling a well beaten egg would 


be a simple tack compared to righting 
the wrongs of centuries.

REVISION OF HYMNALS 


The Protestant Episcopal church will prob- 


ably include in the next revision of its hymnal 
one of the Negro spirituals, "Were You There 
When They Crucified My Lord!" This, of course, 
is a departure from rigid, conservative stand- 
ards. 


But a hymn is intended to serve as a means 


of worship, an expression of devotion, an uplift- 
ing of the soul in aspiration and petition, and all 
tnese emotions suffuse the Negro spirituals. The 
charts and hymns of centuries ago are separated 
from these Negro songs by a wide interval of 
time, but both fulfill a common intent. 


All the Protestant churches revise their hym- 


nals from time to time, reflecting the changes 
in sentiment and emphasis of successive genera- 
tions and constant betterment of the music of 
which hymns arc set. 


Revision is no easy task. A commission of 


churchmen and laymen has been at work on the 
Episcopal book for three years. Completion of 
the work may require two or three years more. 


In nothing is the essential unity of Protestant 


ism better illustrated than in the hymnals used 
by various denominations. The Episcopal hym 
nal naturally contains a predominant number of 
hymns written by members of that communion, 
but it also includes songs by Martin Luther and 
Oliver Wendell Holmes; James Montgomery, the 
Moravian: George Duffield, eminent Presbyter- 
ian; Philip Schaff, the scolarly historian of the 
American Reformed church; and the Wesleys, 
founders of Methodism. Cardinal Newman's 
Lead Kindly Light" it ther*, too.—Des Moines

(Editor's Note—The Brass Ring, good for one 


free ride on The Washington Merry-Go-Round, 
goes this week to Sidney Hillman. labor leader 
and member of the National Defense Advisory 
Commission.) 


Washington—The inside story of the CIO con- 


vention was the dramatic duel of wits between 
the greatest showman in organized labor and the 
greatest strategist. 


Each scored in keeping with his character. 


John L. Lewis, the mop-haired consummate ac- 
tor, boomed triumphantly through all the ora- 
torical skirmishes and press headlines. Sidney 
Hillman. the soft-spoken master tactician, won 
the battle for control. 


During the first three days, Lewis held all the 


trump cards—plus the spotlight. Although he 
had promised to resign, he was bent on retain- 
ing a firm grip on the CIO helm. To this end he 
had packed the committees with left-wing 
henchmen and rigged the convention machinery 
so that he was boss of the show. 


With the stage carefully set, Lewis set out to 


provoke the Hillman-led Amalgamated Clothing 
and Textile Workers, the core of the opposition, 
to bolt the convention. That would have left the 
numerically stronger opposition helpless and 
barred the election of Phil Murray, who refused 
to take the CIO presidency unless assured of a 
free hand. With Murray out of the way. the left- 
wingers could have either "drafted"' Lewis or 
elected a complaisant stooge. 


Thin was the precarious situation when Hill- 


man rushed to Atlantic Qjty and took personal 
command of the battle. Thursday afternoon, af- 
ter a long night of conferring, he took the plat- 
form. Hillman didn't make a speech. He is not a 
stump spieler. He talked, in the same quiet, con- 
versational tones lie uses when seated at his 
desk. 


There were no fireworks and no histrionics, 


but there was a lot of unanswerable logic. 
SAVED CIO FROM SPLIT 


When Hillman finished. Lewis had lost the 


battle. The opposition unions, which Lewis had 
cowed with scorching rhetoric and the packed 
committees, took the offensive behind Hillman. 
The noisy but weak left wing caved in. Murray 
got the assurances he demanded and 24 hours 
ater, Lewis, crooning a tearful swan song, sur- 
rendered the gavel. 


The upset of John L. Lewis was not the only 


eather in Hillman's cap. Equally great a tri- 
umph was keeping the CIO from splitting wide 
open. 
* 


Certain Communist elements, operating on the 


'rule or ruin" principle, were bent on splitting 
he CIO if balked from winning control. That 
would have meant chaos in the labor movement, 
he end of any hope for AFL-CIO peace, and a 
smashing blow to the Roosevelt administration. 


The true measure of Hillman's strategic mas- 


;ery was that he tied the can to his opponent in 
such a deft manner that Lewis' followers could 
not erupt. They would have done so at the drop 
of the hat had Hillman given voice to one word 
of personal feeling against Lewis. 


But Hillman knew that a personal attack was 
ust what Lewis wanted, had tried for months 
.0 provoke. And he has fought too many battles 
n his 24 years as a union leader to fall into that 
kind of a trap. He suppressed his personal anger 
and kept the fight to the ground on which 
l,ewis couldn't win—that the CIO was bigger 
nan any one man and all forces must unite to 
preserve their common gains. 


A pet taunt of Hillman's left-wing foes is that 


ic is a compromiser. They are right and wrong. 
Hillman is a compromiser on details, but never 
on principles. 


It was "compromises'* such as the one at At- 
antic City which beat the unbeatable Lewis that 
lave won Hillman the deserved reputation of 
Deing the most astute strategist in organized la- 
aor, and that have built the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers into one of the six most powerful 
unions in the country. 


Old Amalgamated associates are fond of the 


story of a Hillman compromise that 23 years ago 
won the fledgling union its first major wage 
victory. 


The union, only one year old, had gone on 


strike for more pay and after a costly fight the 
employers finally agreed to arbitrate. A neutral 
chairman was appointed, and he opened the 
meeting by bluntly asking the employers, "Well, 
what's your offer?" 


After a hurried huddle they announced, hesi- 


tantly, "A one dollar raise." 


"We'll take it," snapped Hillman with a sud- 


denness that made the employers blink. It also 
caused some of the union officials, later, to ques- 
tion Hillman's judgment. They said that if he 
had held out, more might have been obtained. 


"Yes, we probably could have got more," 


fiillman replied, "but what good would that 
have been if it made the shops move to another 
town where we are not yet. organized? These 
shops can't pay more than $1 at present. When 
the bosses can afford more, we'll make them 
give it." 


Hillman and his little union have gone a long 


way since then. They got a lot more from the 
bosses, and they also gave back a lot. 


The clothing industry is one of the most stable 


in the country; the union has never broken an 
agreement; it has loaned money, once $200,000, 
to owners to keep factories operating; and has 
,'oluntarily reduced wages when hard times hit. 


Fifty-three years old, slender, with his curly 


alack hair untouched by gray, Hillman looks 
and dresses like a conservative business man. 
tfothirfg about him suggests the traditional la- 
jor leader. His one passion is work. 


For many years he has fought employers to 


reduce the work-week. The base week of the 
Amalgamated is 35 hours. But a 12-hour day is 
a normal one for Hillman, and its a rare Sunday 
when he doesn't spend at least a few hours at a 
desk. Some years ago, in the midst of a bitter 
organization battle in Philadelphia, he was or- 
dered to a hospital for an operation. Four hours 
after he emerged from the ether he held a coun- 
cil-of-war at his bedside. 


Ordinarily calm and unruffled, Hillman has 


Lwo violent aversions—unauthorized strikes and 
Communism. He has fought them relentlessly 
throughout his career, with the doctrine that 
labor must be "industry conscious." Hillman be- 
lieves in helping industry to operate efficiently 
and prosperously so that labor can demand a 
greater share of the profits. 


"We cannot ask from industry more than it 


can afford to give," he says. "That's a Commun- 
istic practice—to disrupt an industry. When la- 
bor does that it defeats itself." 


•Several months after Hillman had been' ap- 


pointed to the Defense Commission, his fellow 
member William Knudsen, former General 
Motors boss and another one-time immigrant 
boy, remarked admiringly, "Sidney, you know as 
much about business as I do." 


"Well, I ought to know something about it. 


Bill," was the quiet answer. "My union owns and 
operates two banks and several large low-cost 
housing projects for our members, and we col- 
laborate very closely vitb, factory owners in 
regulating the industry." 


Hillman, also might have added that as head 


of this large organization he received « salary of 
$7,500 a year—less than a third of that paid 
Lewis and about one-twelfth of Knudsen's 
check.

INJURIES OF ATHLETES 


Anyone who instantly 
recalls 


names, always arouses envy in my 
heart. Indeed I'd have to refer to 
the file indexed Relatives If you 
asked me without warning to name 
my wife's sister's husband. In this 
connection I desire to protest that 
too many persons and things in this 
country have the wrong names. I 
don't mind at all unless they ex- 
pect me to remember their queer 
names, or. worse, unless they ex- 
plain parenthetically for my bene- 
fit. I am indulgent, if a trifle sar- 
castic in spots, but I simply can't 
endure athlete's foot, cocktail hour, 
halitosis or feminine hygiene, so 
we may as well have that under- 
stood before we start anything. I 
feel we'll never get anywhere un- 
less we say what we mean and 
mean what we say. If you have n 
bellyache why drag the abdomen 
in^ Or if you must explore t h e 
great body cavity, do you mind ac- 
centing the do instead of the ab? 
Just a whim of Dr. Webster's and 
mine, but after 'all it's no more 
difficult to accent the second syl- 
lable than it is the first, is it? 


Many athletes have been severely 


injured by having ignorant train- 
ers, players, coaches or "bone set- 
ters" attempt to jerk something 
back in place,, something about 
which these well-meaning or pre- 
tentious charlatans know little or 
nothing, in emergencies where a 
skilled physician could have 'ap- 
plied proper treatment and pre- 
vented prolonged or permanent dis- 
ability. 


Fracture, break, crack of bone is 


one and the same thing. Of course 
it is vitally important that such 
injury be not mistaken for sprain 
or strain and subjected to wrong 
treatment. Many injuries treated 
as "sprain" 
Cwithout careful ex- 


amination) do badly because in 
fact there is an unrecognized frac- 
ture which demands quite different 
treatment. It is a good rule to have 
an X-ray film of every athletic in- 
jury, and if there is a fracture to 
apply the early treatment and check 
it by means of fluoroscopic inspec- 
tion. Such management not only 
prevents permanent handicap but 
shortens the duration of disability. 


Basket-weave 
adhesive 
plaster 


strapping of ankles is valuable pro- 
tection against ankle injuries in ath- 
letic contests. Shoulder 
pads of 


leather protect the shoulder joints. 
Knees, too, may be strapped, but 
are not so well protected as are 
ankle joints by such strapping. In 
some contests adhesive tape about 
the wrists protects against wrist 
injuries. 


Ice to the injury is the best first 


aid for sprains. Following an hour 
of this, tight strapping with adhe- 
sive plaster, making pressure on 
the tender place. With the injury 
well supported in this way, tht 
patient may keep up more or lets 
activity with advantage, as a rule. 
But rest is better if the injury is 
severe or if there is any question 
of fracture, "Charleyhorse" (pain- 
ful swelling in muscle or tendon, 
following rupture of muscle or ten- 
don or of fibres) is well treated 
first with ice for an hour, after- 
wards with diathermy daily and 
absolute rest of the injured mem*, 
bcrs, perhaps In * cast for three'* 
weeks or so. 


The most frequent knee injury 


in athletics is tear or displacement

NOTES ON TEETH 


If people could grow three sets 


of teeth, a freat deal of trouble and 
expaue would be uved. When the 
time came for the third set to ap- 
pear In the mouth, 'most of us 
probably would take the beet of 
care of them. 


As it is, Nature supplies us with 


only two sets, the first often called 
"milk teeth," the others "second 
teeth." 


Now and then, reports have been 


made about aged men or women 
growing "third teeth." Dentists, 
however, say that no case of this 
kind has been proved. They state 
that second teeth, sometimes are 
crowded while in the gums, and 
stay there for many years. When, 
at last, certain teeth are pulled, the 
hidden second teeth come into view 
and the report may be made that 
they are "third teeth." 


By the time a baby is six or 


eight months old, he is likely to 
have at least one or two teeth 
They are small, and we may see 
only the edges, but the family 
usually becomes a bit excited abou 
them. 


As a child grows older, mon 


and more teeth appear. 
By the 


time he is about three years old. j 
he should have his full number of 
20 milk teeth. 


At the age of five or six. a boy 


or girl usually gets one or two of 
the second, or permanent, set of 
teeth. 
These keep on coming as 


the years go by. They push against 
the milk teeth and loosen them. The 
milk teeth fall out, and the other 
teeth take their place. 


As Jife goes on, the jaws of a 


boy or girl grow larger. Second 
teeth are larger than the milk 
teeth, and there are more of them, 
the total number being 32. The 
last four 
permanent teeth 
are 


known as "wisdom teeth." Some- 
times they do not appear until a 
person is from 21 to 23 years of 
age. 


To speak of second teeth as "per- 


manent" teeth is just a way of 
speaking. They should be per- 
manent — they should last as long 
as a person lives—but usually they 
don't. • 


Most people lose their second 


teeth, one or two at a time, over 
a stretch of years. By the age of 
50 or 60, sad to say. many men 
and women have lost half, or per- 
haps all. of their teeth. Then they 
must get along as well as possible 
with "store teeth." that is, with 
teeth in plates prepared by the den- 
tist.
